ports for the others.

What would you do in case of 


an accident? You are unique if 
you know the answer, says Frances 
Newton, who saw her first auto- 
mobile accident six months ago 
and found she hadn't the slightest 
idea what she was supposed to do 
as a witness — nor had anybody 
elsef she talked to afterwards. 
Writing in McCall's for August, 
she reveals the astonishing lack 
of information and literature on 
what to do after an accident has 
happened and tells you some of 
the little-known rules of the road 
which she uncovered in personal 
interviews with traffic authorities: 


"After six months of intensive 


research I ha\e satisfied myself 
that no such rules to guide un- 
fortunate 
participants in road 


accidents exist. In their anxiety 
to prevent traffic accidents our 
safetv propaganda agencies have 
completely overlooked the need 
for a code to help those who in- 
evitably will become involved. 


"I began my search in the New- 


York Public Library. After that. 
I tm-d the American Automobile 
Association, 
the 
American Red 


Cross, and the Xe wYork City 
Police Department 
None could 


supply the accident rules I wanted. 


"The captain at the New York 


City Police Department dictated 
a list of things that are supposed 
to oe done after an accident. 


"Here is the captain's recital of 


the 19 things to be done following 
an accident: 


"1. Get license number of other 


car or cars. 


"2. Get name of dn^r. 
"3 Get dirver's license number. 
"4, Get owner's name, if not 


driver. 


"5. Get names and addresses of 


injured persons. 


"6. Note time. 
"7. Note direction in which cars 


were proceeding. 


''8. Note the presence or absence 


of traffic lights or policeman on 
crossing. 


"9 Note weather conditions. 
"10. Note type and condition of 


pavement. 


"11. Note make, year and model 


of other car or cars. 


"12. Note damage to other cars. 
"13. Get name of policeman, 


shield number and precinct. 


"14. Get name of doctor and

"From Mr. J. stannard Baker, 


director of research of the Traffic 
Institute at Northwestern Univer- 
sity, and one of the leading traf- 
fic authorities in America, learned 
that there are four things to con- 
sider when one is involved in a 
traffic accident: 


"1. Keep the accident from get- 


ting worse — aid to the injured, 
prevention of fire, avoidance of 
involving additional vehicles, e 
pecially at night, protection from 
pilferage and so on. 


"2. Avoid the obstruction of 


traffic or its delay, which, inas- 


much as it may prevent further 
accidents, might be grouped with 
the firm item. 


"3. Avoid doing things which 


will make the accident more costly 
in one way or another. Make no 
statements as to responsibility 
which will cause you to 
seem 


liable. Keep out of the clutches of 
ambulance-chasing 
lawyers and 


doctors. Avoid gyp garages and 
towing services, hastily accepting 
claim settlements, 
antagonizing 
the 


irritating or 
investigation 


officers, other persons involved 
and so forth. 


"4. Fulfill legal and contractual 


requirements 
regarding the re- 


porting and furnishing of informa- 
tion m connection with the acci- 
dent to the city, state, insurance 
companies and others interested."

Quirino of Philippines 


Seeks a 'Pacific Union9

AP Foreign Affairs Analyst 
We are likely to see a fresh 


burst of activity shortly in the 
interests of the 
Pacific union 


which has been proposed by Presi- 
dent Elpidio Quirino of the Philip- 
pines as a far eastern counterpart 
of the Atlantic pact. 


This project is primarily de- 


signed to halt the advance of Com- 
munism in the Orient—not by 
military means but by politico- 
economic methods. The move takes 
on special significance in view of 
the striking Communist successes 
in China. Its supporters hope that 


it may help prevent another global 
conflagration like the late war, 
which today marks the tenth an- 
niversary of its Hitlerian whelp- 
ing. 


The Energetic Senor Quirino is 


letting no grass grow under his 
feet in pushing his far-reaching 
project. It first was announced to 
the outside world in July 11 after 
he discussed it with President 
Chiang Kai-Shek 
of 
China 
m 


Manila at a conference to which 
the Generalissimo 
had been in- 


vited. These two chiefs of state 
having agreed on the necessity of 
such 
a 
development, 
President 


Quirino visited America and on 
August 9 made a plea for Ameri- 
can 
support 
in addressing 
the j 


United States senate and house ui j 
representatives. 


Practical Measures 


Quirino and Chiang also agreed 


that relations between China anO 
the Philippines should be strength- 
ened and that practical measures 
should be taken immediately for 
promotion of close economic and 
cultural cooperation. The South 
Korean republic was expected to 
be an early participant, and it 
was agreed that invitations tor 
collaboration should go lo Indone- 
sia, Australia, New Zeland, India 
and Siam.

Well, of course Nippon's relations 
to the Pacific union will become 
a major issue in due time. 


It is well that this issue doesn't 


have to be settled now, since 
Japan's war victims still are bit- 
ter. The Philippines, for example, 
not only deported all Japs at the 
end of the fighting but passed a 
law forbidding Japanese for all 
time to enter the Philippines. 


Tnat law still stands 
and it 


will taki- much to change it so 
long as the terrors of the Jap 
invasion still are burning in the 


memories of the public. 
Many 


Filipinos even are bilterly op- 
posed to reopening any trade rela- 
tions with Japan. 


Kroad Alluded 


President Quirno, however, has 


been viewing the situation broad- 
mindedly, although 
his personal 


grievance against the Japs is vast. 
His wife and three children were 
killed during the closing days of 
the war when the invaders went 
wild and killed indiscriminately. 


The president has been renew- 


ing operations gradually, on the 
basis that they are legitimate 
since th'-y benefit the Philippines. 
And one anticipates that time will 
Iv-al a lot of wounds.

"Many people think everything 


nas been invented that can be, and 
that making a million is only a 
part of the past," says an article 
n the August issue of Cosmopoli- 
tan magazine. "But the premium 
on new ideas was never greater," 
it adds, "and their rate of devel- 
opment is ten times that of a 
century ago. . . . The demand for 
inventors is greater than ever." 


Demand Is Great 


The article lists 37 ideas, such 


as disposable diapers, home hair 
waves, Good Humors, paper clips, 
Band-Aids, frozen food, and pre- 
pared dog food which have all 
made fortunes. Thirty-four other 
ideas are listed under the heading, 
"These can make fortunes." 


According to the author, "The 


idea is the pay-off. . . . It isn't 
just a big corporation researcher 
. . . who cuts himself a profitable 
slice of royalty cake. Dancemas- 
ter Arthur Murray . . . simply 
figured a way to solve a social 
problem . . . Dale Carnegie cap- 
italized on man's desire to be the 
friendly master of all he surveys. 
The paper clip was formed by a 
man who picked up a hairpin from 
a sidewalk and idly twisted it for 
his amusement. . . . It has netted 
a fortune." 


The author cites other "million- 


dollar ideas" which paid off. "One 
simple postwar gadget, a quick, 
easy method for coloring mar- 
garine, pays inventor Leo Peters 
million-a-year royalties," he re- 
ports. "The smart hunch of an 
immigrant 
Brooklyn 
toymaker 


was the basis of the thirty-mil- 
lion-dollar-a-year business of Mor- 
ris Michtom, who made the ori- 
ginal Teddy Bear in 1904 . . . 
Young fur-trapper Clarence Bird- 
seye, who developed frozen foods, 
sold his process to General Foods 
Corporation for $22,000,000 . . . 
and Nelson Harris got twenty mil- 
lion dollars plus a lucrative posi- 
tion from the Gillette Safety Ra- 
zor Company for his Toni Home 
Permanent Wave Set." 


Here's Clincher 


If those figures sound like pea- 


nuts, here's the clincher: 
"One 


of the country's most ingenious 
engineers," says the article, "was 
recently asked to name the future 
invention most certain to make 
its developer a millionaire. He 
didn't hesitate. 
'An instrument 


that will reveal a woman's mood,' 
he said. 'It would make more in 
a year than all other inventions 
combined.' Such a Mood-O-Meter 
would therefore earn some $300,- 
000,000 a year, the sum now being 
paid annually to men and worn** 
whose king-sized combination of 
ingenuity, persistence, and dumb 
luck has catapulted some of them 
into wealth of Midas proportions."

The 
action came exactly three weeks 
after the strike began. 


Is Retroactive 


The new agreement is retro- 


active to July 1. It raises the pay 
to $1.8? i-2 an hour and provides 
for three weeks vacation instead 
of two after 14 years of employ- 
ment. 
Work schedules continue 


unchanged. 


The union originally asked for 


a l"1^ cents hourly increase. 


H. E. Wood, union secretary, 


said he spoke for all the nine 
locals involved when he recom- 
mended acceptance of the 10-cents 
offer. 


"We didn't get all we wanted," 


he told the meeting, "but we did 
the best we could 
and 
in 
the 


interest of the public I recom- 
mend its acceptance." 


Trucks to Roll 


The union said that trucks would 


start rolling immediately with 
supplies for the approximately 
3.000 gasoline service stations that 
had been shut clown since several 
days after the strike began. These 
stations are owned by major oil 
companies or are, those which sell 
only branded motor fuels for t,3r- 
tain companies under lease terms. 


The strike affected about 2,000^ 


trucking companies in Chicago 
and adjacent area for a radius of 
approximately 50 miles. 
About 


1,000 
of the truck lines, however, 


had continued supplying 
more 


than 700 independently-owned sta- 
tions. Those truck lines, a union 
spokesman had said, had agreed 
to meet whatever wage settlement 
later was agreed upon.

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Record of 81st Congress 


Is Not an Impressive One 


By JAMES MARLOW 


Washington, Sept. 
1—(AP)— 


It's time to take stock of what 
this congress, the 81st, has done. 


It's been in continuous session 


since early January. 
Now the 


house has taken a three-weeks' 
vacation, 
its 
work 
practically 


finished. 


The slower senate is still grind- 


ing' along. It may be here for 
weeks, after it returns from the 
one-week holiday it started last 
night. 


But mostly it will be winding 


up its part of the job which the 
house already has completed. So 
little new can be expected. 


Every year congress passes a 


number of laws which don't make 
headlines. This congress has done 
the same. That means a lot of 
work. 


But the work of any congress 


is judged by the big pieces of 
law-making it puts through. 


A Poor Kecord 


On that score—major legisla- 


tion—this congress does not have 
a very distinguished record. 


Here are the big bills passed 


by this congress, meaning finished 
action by both house and senate: 


1. It continued the Marshall 


Plan for Europe. (The two dif- 
fered on how much money to 
spend on it. They'll have to iron 
that out.) 


2. It voted to keep rent con- 


trol from April 1, 1949 until 
June 30, 1950. 


3. It set up a government 


housing program: 810,000 dewll- 
ing units for low income fami- 
lies; slum clearance; and hous- 
ing help for fanners. 


4. It unified the armed forces 


more closely, strengthening the 
hand of Secretary- of Defense 
Johnson. 


5. It approved sLx of the seven 


plans President Truman sub- 
mitted for reorganizing the gov- 
ernment. These plans followed 
In part the recommendations of 
the Hoover commission on gov- 
ernmental reorganization. 


6. It passed a new minimum 


wage bill, raising the present 
40 cents an hour to 75 cents for 
people working for firms that do 
business across state line*. The 
house acted weeks ago on this, 
the senate last nlg.1t. All they 
have to do now is compromise a 
few differences. 
So much for the big bills act- 


ually cassed by both houses. Now 
for the bills that were passed by 
the 
house and. although 
still 


awaiting- action by the senate, are 
expected to pass there and be- 
come law: 


1. Military aid for Europe to 


back up the Atlantic pact. 


2. Renewal of the reciprocal 


trade agreements act. This act, 
continually renewed by congress 
eince it was first passed in 1934, 
is a cornerstone in this country's 
foreign trade and policy. 


Under it the president can 


lower American tariffs on goods 
from a foreign country, which in 
turn agrees to lower its tariffs on 
some of our goods. 


3. Revising the displaced per- 


sons act to cut out features which 
are 
considered to discriminate 


against some groups of DP's who 
wanted to come to the U. S. (the 
senate may act but that's not 
certain.) 


4. Keeping for another year the 


present system of holding farm 
prices up. It's not clear what the 
senate will do on this, whether 


it will agree to the house plan or 
vote one of its own, or what It 
probably will do something. 


The following items, all major 


points which Mr. Truman wanted 
this congress to pass, have no 
chance of passing this year: 


1. A bill to repeal the Taft- 


Hartley labor act. The senate 
vot»-i to make mild changes in it. 
The house hasn't acted, isn't ex- 
pected to. So T-H stands un- 
changed. 


2. Social security: Mr. Truman 


wanted the social security pro- 
gram widened to cover more peo- 
ple, 
give higher benefits. No ac- 


tion this year. Maybe next year. 


Last, among the major things, 


comes Federal aid to education. 


The senate passed a bill to grant 
such aid. Before the house could 
act, the whole subject was en- 
gulfed in a religious controversy. 
Small chance of house action this 
year. Therefore, small chance of 
Federal aid.

«u-c a dirt scattering, noisy nuisance and should be replaced 
bv modern oil-burning diesel engines, such as are used m 
other cities. For instance, diesels are used in Sterling, we 
understand.

daily to and from both'the Illinois Central and Chicago and 
Northwestern railroads down across the wide residence sec- 
tion of Dixons west end and the full length of River street 
through the business section and all along the souta bank 
of Rock river to the Medusa cement plant east of the city.

Are We Americans Well Fed? 


5 
Americans generally consider themselves a well-f ed peo- 


" pie. So they are, by comparison with most of the rest of the 
: world. However, we are still a long way from the ideal. 


Our annual meat consumption is about 146 pounds a 


- year per capita. That may sound like a high figure—yet the 


average citizen of Argentina, Australia and New Zealand 
consumes around twice as much. American experts are look- 
ing toward a long range program that will, in time, provide 


" us with 200 pounds of meat per person per year. 


One phase of this program, which is of profound impor- 


tance to agriculture, has been discussed by Oscar G. Mayer, 
a member of the board of directors of the American Meat 
Institute. He said, in the course of an address before the 
Rotary club of Denver, "in view of the unsatisfied demand 
for lean meat and the declining demand for lard, it is sounc 
policy for the American livestock fanner to produce more 
lean and less fat." This, in the case of hogs, can be achieved 
by marketing lighter weight animals. In 1948 the live weight 
of hogs slaughtered averaged 255 pounds. According to Mr 
Mayer, if the same amount of feed had been given to hogs 
which were marketed at 225 pounds, the result would have 
been an increase of 500,000,000 pounds of lean meat, for 
which both demand and price are good—and a decrease o: 
750,000,000 pounds of lard and fat cuts, for which demand is 
relatively low and the price is relatively low. 


The market for meat in this growing country is almost 


always strong. And we are going to need a great deal more 
of it as time goes on. 


Mechanization has come to the job of opening cans 


which has to be done wholesale in restaurants. A machine 
now marches a row of cans along a conveyor arrangement 
and slashes them open with a row of cutting disks. 


Progress in sending radio waves to greater depths in

America's Card Authority 
Scoring in Canasta is done in 


several steps. First, score all 
bonuses as per the following table:

(no wild cards)

(l.to 3 wild cards)...300 points 


Each red trey 
100 points 


4 red trey for one

A side cannot meld out unless 


it has at least one Canasta. This 
may be a natural or a mixed 
Canasta. 


Red treys on the table do notj 


count as melds. As a matter of 
fact, if your side fails to make a 
legal minimum meld before the 
other side goes out, the red treys 
of your side become a minus 
value. 


When it is your turn to play, if 


you fail to remove a red trey from 
your hand and place it 'face up 
on the table, and the other side 
melds out and catches you with 
one or more red treys, your side 


subject to a penalty of 500

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Grain Crops 
Of Russia in 
Poor Shape 


Washington, Sept. 1—(AF)— 


A serious decline in Russia's grain 
crops was reported today by the 
department of agriculture. 


In a report on European grain 


prospects this year, the depart- 
ment said its gleaning; of news 
from behind the "Iron Curtain" 
shows that "in the Soviet union 
heavy 
precipitation 
and 
other 


harvesting difficulties have caused 
considerable reduction of the grain 
crop 
which 
looked 
promising 


earlier in the season." 


In Yugoslovia, the report said, 


the bread grain crop, already har- 
vested, was "lightly better than 
1948." 


Outside of Russia, the depart- 


ment said, the breadgrain output 
in Europe may turn out not far 
short of last year's crop and close 
-to 90 per cent of the 
1935-39 


average. 


However, France still is suffer- 


ing from a drought. As a result, 
wheat yields will be lower than 
last year, though still above the 
prewar average. 


In Britain wheat yields are re- 


ported 
above 
average, 
though 


below last year. 


The fruit crop was reported good 


in most of Europe, but the potato 
crop is expected to be considerably 
smaller than in 194S. Prospects 
for sugar beets are generally 
favorable. 
Cuttings of hay have 


been small.

Railroad Workers Go on a Tbckford Woman 


Five Day Week; Pay Is Same 


Washington, 
Sept. 
1—(AP)— 


The five-day week most other 
American wage-earners have en- 
joyed for years went into effect 
today for nearly a million railroad 
workers. 


It is a revolutionary change for 


the rail industry, which must con- 
tinue keeping the trains running 
day in and day out every week 
without a halt. 


The reduction from a six-day 


week, effective last midnight, was 
a long time coming for the mil- 
lion non-operating workers who 
service and maintain the trains. 


Get Same Pay 


Under terms of an agreement 


worked out between the' rail un- 
liions and carriers—based on rec- 
ommendations made by a presi- 
dential 
board last 
December— 


these workers will get the same 
pay for the shorter week that 
they got for working six days. ' 


William M. Lieserson, chairman 


of the presidential board, said, 
however, that the new five-day 
week rates will be about the same 
as the average for factory work- 
ers for comparable skills. 


The trains are expected to keep 


their present schedules. The sev- 
eral hundred thousand operating 
workers, such as engineers and 
firemen, are not affected bv the 
change. They are paid on a mile- 


cent 
freight 


The railroads, given an eight- 


month notice of the new work 
week, began in advance to cut 
corners to save money. For in- 
stance, they closed many freight 
stations and offices on Saturdays. 
And many jobs are being mechan- 
ized. 


As to costs, the presidential 


board estimated the shorter week 
would mean an initial §380,000,000 
annual payroll cost. 
William T. 


Farley, president of the Associa- 
tion of American Railroads, fig- 
ured it at $450,000,000. 


Freight Kate Boost 


The railroads get a four per 


rate boost, worth 


5293,000.000 in added revenue, ef- 
fective today to help defray costs 
of the change. 
Faricy said re- 


cently the carriers will "try to 
get along" without asking for a 
further increase. 


One worry in many small towns 


without regular telegraph offices 
is that the railroad telegraph op- 
erator, who handles their private 
messages, won't be on duty Sat- 
urdays. Such operators have been 
off on Sundays right along. 


The reason the 40-hour week 


has been so long coming to rail- 
road industry is that rail work- 
ers were exempted from the wage- 
hour law adopted in 1938. 
That 


law established the five-clay week 
for most other wage-earners.
